Who was the woman in the - 


private room? She is Miss Mar- 
garet Macdonald—“Bobo” to the 
royal fafhily— who spends her 
life serving the Queen and dodg- 
ing publicity. For 30 years she 
has always been at the Queen's 
gide, from Her Majesty's baby- 
hood, through marriage to the 
throne. 

Auburn-haired Miss Macdonald 

is the Queen's personal maid. At 


There was a family crisis when 
Robina — christened Ruby — fell 
in love with a Palace footman. 
Falling in love couldn’t be help- 
ed, but inevitably their marriage 
entailed . . . publicity! 


Superintendent Tom Clarke, 
chief of the Buckingham Palace 
police, was best man. Among the 
wedding gifts were lovely pieces 
of jewellery and a gift inscrib- 
ed: “To my dear, faithful Ruby-— 
from Margaret.” } 

Half the Palace staff formed a 
huge crowd to cheer the happy 
pair, now Mr. and Mrs. Norman 
Gordon. Now, when her beauti- 
fully-dressed Queen goes to the 
theatre, Bobo spends the even- 
ing with the Gordons at the. little 
“grace and favor” residence the 
Queen Mother found for them in 
Marlborough Mews. 

No two sisters outside the roy- 
al family can survey a happier 
or more sparkling cavalcade as 
they look back at old times. 

There was the occasion when 
the Queen was presented with a 
$75,000 casket of diamonds and 
Bobo had to look after them. It 
was the-only time she nearly had 
the jitters. 

Then, on the Queen’s wedding 


morning, there was panic at the 
last minute because the bridal 
bouquet was lost--until a foot- 
man remembered he had put it 
in a cupboard to keep cool. 

Naturally, Bobo had her spe- 
cial seat for the wedding. And 
on Coronation Day the police 
cleared a special route for her 
across crowded London and gave 
her an escort all to herself to 
Westminster Abbey. 

Bobo remembers, too, the day 
when, trembling with nerves, 
she’ first went to Balmoral 
Castle to see the housekeeper 
and apply for a job as under- 
housemaid. 

Instead, within a very few 
weeks, she was sent to London 
to become the little Princess 
Elizabeth’s under-nurse. “Bobo,” 
the nickname that has stuck to 
hier t gh the years, was lisped 
by the Princess in her nursery 
cot. 


8.15 every morning she wakes 
the Queen with a cup of tea, and 
she is the last.to attend the 
Queen in the evenings. An 
American magazine once offer- 
ed her $150,000 just for spending 
a few sessions with expert inter- 
viewers to tell all she knows. 

Bobo hears the Queen’s com- 
ments on many people and many 
things. She has indeed been 
rightly described as one of the 
Queen's closest. confidantes. But 
she is never to be drawn into any 
conversation concerhing her mis- 
tress. 

In the Steward’s Hall at Buck- 
ingham’ Palace she has a top- 
table place of honor. And woe 
betide anyone who calls her 
anything other than “Miss Mac- 
donald.” 

She has her own cabin on the 
royal yacht Britannia, her own 
rooms at Balmoral, Windsor and 


Bandringham, her own elegantly 
furnished suite at Buckingham 
Palace. 

More than five years ago, 
when George VI went to Lon- 
don airport and bade farewell to 
his daughter for what was to be 
the last time, he said to Miss 
Macdonald: “Look after the 
Princess for me, Robo.” 

His words charged the humble 
girl] from Inverness with a life- 
long sense of mission. The one 
comment on the Queen ever 
heard from Bobo is simply: “T 
must go. My little lady wants 
me.” 

On many a royal tour, the first 
coach of the royal railway train 
or the royal plane is cosily shar- 
ed just by the Queen, the Duke 
ef Edinburgh—and Bobo. 

At Lisbon airport she was mis- 
taken’ for the Queen by the 
eheering crowd. In Washington 
where (much:to her disgust) 
photographers managed to take 
her picture, she was called the 
Queen's double. 

Neatly enough, Bobo has a 
sister, Robina, who is personal 
maid to Princess Margaret. The 
royal sisters are thus tended by 
two sisters.

Barbecues will undoubtedly 
smoke up the landscape from 
now till fall, and steak is likely 
to continue as the most popular 
barbecue dish. Probably you 
know that slashing the fat at 
the edges will prevent curling, 
and that when you turn your 
steak, you should put your fork 
into the fat, for a fork in the 
lean will make holes from which 
good juices will escape. 


Here are some broiling times, 
recommended by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture: 

For a l-inch steak: Rare, 
about 10 minutes; medium; about 
16; well done, 20 to 25. 

For a 14-inch steak: Rare, 
about 15 minutes; mediuin, about 
20 minutes; well done, 25 to 30 = 
minutes. 

For a 2-inch steak: Rare, 
about 25 minutes: medium, about 
35 minutes; well done, 45 to 50 
minutes. 
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Ribs "may be precooked before 
barbecuing or barbecued while 
raw. Precooked ribs require only 
about 15 minutes for barbecu- 
ing, but in this time get a real 
barbecue taste. For preparing 
them this way, simmer in a 
small amount cf water in a heavy 
covered kettle for about 1 hour. 
Refrigerate until ready to grill. 
Cut into serving portions and 
grill over hot coals, brushing 
with the following barbecue 
sauce as you turn frequently. 


BARBECUE SAUCE FOR RIBS 
1 cup chopped green onion 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 teaspoons paprika 
1% teaspoon pepper 
Dash of cayenne 
2 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 tablespoon dry mustard 
2 tablespoons Worcestershire 
sauce 

1% teaspoon Tabasco sauce 

% cup catsup 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

Cook onion in butter until 
tender, about 5 minutes. Add 
all other ingredients.. Simmer 
about 10 minutes, stirring fre- 
quently. 

This is a thick sauce and is 
enough for 2 or 3 sides of spare- 
ribs. It keeps well in a covered 
jar in refrigerator. 

If ribs are barbecued without 
precooking, they require about 
1 hour. 
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If you like to barbecue Tamb 

chops, try this herb sauce. This 


amount is for about 2 pounds of —|— 


lamb. Pour the sauce over the 
lamb and let stand in refrigera- 
tor 2-4 hours. Broil or barbe- 
cue the larnb, brushing with the 


herb sauce 2 or 3 times during - 


cooking. 
HERB BARBECUE SAUCE 

1 small onion 

3 cloves garlic 

2 sprigs rosemary (or 1 
teaspoon dried rosemary) 
fresh mint leaves (or 1 
teaspoon dried mint 
leaves) 
14 cup vinegar 
1) cup water 
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Chop onion and garlic and add 
rosemary and mint leaves which 
have been crushed. Add vine- 
gar and water and let mixture 
stand 4-6 hours

priceless jewels might be lost 


or stolen while she was in the 
water. 


One day the sight of her faith- 
ful and inseparable companion, 
a sleek short-haired cat with 
eyes of clear forget-me-not blue, 
gave her an idea. She carefuliy 
strung the jewels together and 
hung them securely on the cat's

Many breeders and judges 
outside of Siam, frown if they 
see any trace of ‘the kink, al- 
though it is generally agreed that 
a slight one at the extreme tip 
of the tail doesn’t matter very 
much if the cat’s other features 
are of the highest standard. 

These amazing little animals 
with jewel-blue eyes are cats in 
name and in appearance only. In 
disposition they are more like 
dogs. All cat-lovers agree that 
they have a wonderful personal 
loyalty and a dog-like fidelity 
which is quite touching. 

Some experts believe that the 
Biamese cat is the nearest exist- 
ing relative to the “divine” cat 
ef ancient Egypt. In old Siam, 
eertainly, it was widely thought 

t when a man or any of his 
y died, their souls passed 
into the cat. ° 

That is why, after a rich man’s 

eath, a Siamese cat was fre- 

ntly sent to the temple where 


ing fed with the choicest foods. 
Jewels, gold and priceless fab- 
rics were. “offered” to these 
pampered pets. 

Whenever an old Siamese 
nobleman went on a long jour- 
ney he usually took a Siamese 
cat with him in/ case he should 
die on the way. With him, too, 
went\a specially appointed “cat 


woman” whose job was to feed _ 
and tend the cat and see that/it | 
slept warmly and comfortably 


af night. 


There are still Mohammedans 
in Siam who seriously believe 
that when Mohammed comes to 
earth again he wil] be reincar- 
nated in the body of a Siamese 
cat. 


They are amazingly intelligent 


and sometimes almost human in 


their ways and emotions. One 
Siamese cat I know, when he has 
failed after many gentle taps 
with his paw to make his owner 
attend to him, leaps lightly up 
on to the mantlepiece and begins 
to sharpen his claws upon the 
treasured portrait of his owner's 
great-grandmother that hangs 
above it. 

Cat breeders warn that the 
Siamese can be very destructive 
in the home. Their claws have 
been known to rip the most 
valued of soft-furnishings, so it 
is advisable to train them from 
kittenhood. 


An epidemic of whisker-biting 
broke out among Siamese cats 
in Britain about seven years ago 
and many potential show-win- 
ners were losing their looks. 

It was found that the whisker- 
biting usually started with a 
newborn kitten, The kitten nib- 
bled off the whiskers of all his 
brothers and sisters and then 
chewed off the mother’s! 

One result. of this strange 
epidemic was that whiskerless 
Siamese cats were bumping

Free world farmers are in- 
creasingly alarmed that the 
United States, through the grow- 
ing bulk of its agricultural sur- 
pluses, may be forced into a 
mammoth program of dumping 
of comfiodities, 

This dumping (the export sale 
of grains, oils, or fibers at price 
below the costs of production) 
they feel is already destructive 
to their interests. Their concern 
arises from the growing world 
comprehension that subsidized 
export sales can become, if press~ 
ed hard enough, “a struggle «ot 
between farmers, but between 
treasuries.” In such a fight, they 
fear, they can only lost against 
the American dollar. 


* * * 


Such views, expressed in 
louder chorus through disploma- 
tie channels in recent months, 
formed a central theme for dis- 
cussion at the tenth anniversary 
meeting of the International 
Federation of Agricultural Pro- 
ducers. They appeared as the 
backbone of recommendations 
drawn up by 200 delegates from 
42 farm organizations represent- 
ing 35,000,000 farmers in 26 lands. 
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Weighing these lengthy recom- 
mendations and 10 full days of 
probing discussion — in simul- 
taneous translation in English 
and French — farmer observers 
to the IFAP session see two pos- 
sible outcomes. A world “um- 
pire” may be set up for com- 
modity trading under the United 
Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization as urged by IFAP 
delegates, to serve as a review 
board using public opinion’ to 
check the actions of nations ruled 
to be using unfair trading prac- 
tices. Secondly, a new decision 
of just how dumping should be 
defined for farm crop sales may 
be added to the journals of agri- 
culture. It would probe closer to 
the real costs of production.

Should world. farm thinking 
move in an opposite direction, 
shifting toward the conclusion 
that fair export competition is 
not and will not become possibie 
in food and fiber, farmer or- 
ganizations will urge their gov- 
ernments to propose that dollar- 
subsidized exports be limited 
somewhat by world marketing 
agreements, observers predicted. 
Under these cartellike under- 
standings, if achieved, smaller 
nations that rely on their farm

problems lie, to a considerable 
degree, on the nature of the do- 
mestic agricultural policies of the

Australian delegates pointed 
their comments toward their na- 
tion’s need to export agricul- 
tural commodities to earn cre- 
dits with which to buy machinery 
and industrial raw materials. 
These in turn are necessary, 
they said, if Australia is to ds- 
sure a reasonable income to its 
many World War II and cold- 
war refugees -—- 400,000 in five 
years. State treasury competi- 
tion, it was indicated, could wipe 
away this income. 

Echoing these views were dele- 
gates representing the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, the 
largest American farmer organi- 
zation. Walter L. Randolph, 
AFBF vice-president and farm 
bureau delegate from Alabama, 
outlined the nationwide organi- 
zation’s thinking in detail.

national problems which at best 
can be dealt with.on a very un- 
satisfactory basis.

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Not nevessarily is the domes- 
tic sale price of a commodity al- 
ways a fair export price, Mr. 
Randolph argued. A fair price, 
he suggested, is a price not lower 
than “the price at which the 
production of the commodity 
was induced,” either by the free 
market price or government 
programs. 

IFAP delegates displayed keen 
interest in the.“soil bank,” con- 
cept as a device to reduce pro« 
duction: without harsh farm- 
land effects after war prices or 
government support programs 
have pushed crop. production 
above market needs.

servants. 

He comes home with the happy 
feeling that he has not. been 
forgotten.

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Wonders Of Great 
Barrier Reef 


The words “coral” and “coral 
felands” have generally called up 
wisions of romance and one can 
gemember how they not only 
formed the background of many 
gtories of boyhood, but made at 
feast one best-seller of recent 
times. To scientists of the last 


‘feandred years they have, how- 


L. 


ever, been magnets of great at- 
tractive power and this attrac- 
tion has not yet ceased. They 
have provided the most fascinat- 
img problems for the marine 
biologist. 

Australia is a continent of the 
most varied scenery both coastal 
and inland, and one of its world- 
famous features is the region of 
the Great Barrier Reef, which 
fs the greatest coral growth of 
its kind. This area provides all 
the beauty and also all the 
meientific puzzles for which man 
ean wish. 


To land on a reef of the Outer 
Barrier and make the visit a 
@muccess one needs low spring 
fides, and a flat ocean surface. 
You will be lucky if you have 
both. 


Assuming you have the lucky 
day, it is profitable to leave your 
Jaunch in good hands, and to 
make across the reef to the 
outer edge at once. This is not 
the highest part of the reef. 
There is usually a slight slope 
downward to the extreme edge 
and this strip, which may be a 
hundred and fifty feet or so 
wide, is often “scalloped,” that 
#s to say, cut in here and there 
by little valleys. 


The safest place (keeping a 
wery watchful eye open for an 
unusual swell) to see things on 
the outer steep slope is prob- 
ably at the edge of one of these 
walleys.. Here one may look 
down, as it were ,into the abyss, 
as the startingly clear and blue 
water surges up and down, and 
gee some of the branched corals 
growing. (Professor Stephenson 
of the Zoology Department, 
Queensland University, who 
viewed this underwater scene 
with goggles, described it as “a 
marvellous sight -——- the most im- 
pressive of all ‘views’ I have 
ever seen.”). 


The boulder zone is quite in- 
teresting and becomes more 50 
as one passes inwards, for the 
gurface of the reef has depres- 
gions everywhere, and the boul- 
ders lying in them hide all sorts 

@f quaint creatures — starfish, 
erabs, beche-de-mar, trochus and

other mollusc _ shells, 
avoid the terrific surf which bat- 
ters the region near, and at the 
extreme outside. 


Gradually as one passes still 
farther inward (towards the 
launch one has left behind) the 
water deepens, and here and 
there are bigger pools with 
sandy bottom. Very rich growth 
of coral and soft coral will be 
seen here. Finally one has to 
wade deeply and the lagoon of 
our anchotage is reached. Our 
visit'to the real barrier is over. 


One cannot conclude without 
saying that to get the appropriate 
thrill down one’s spinal column 
when seeing the above, one 
ought to have been previously 
near enough to the Outer Bar- 
rier on a day when the sea is 
not calm. This gives a greater 
respect for the lowly creatures 
whose growth can withstand 
such battering of the ocean, and 
causes one to keep a weather 
eye whilst inspecting what is 
usually hidden by the restless 
sea. —From “Great Barrier 
Reef,” by William J. Darkin, 
D.Se.

A cash gift of $50,000 was re 
cently announced by the Canadian 
Red Cross Society to assist victims 
of Hurricane Audrey in the United 
States. 

Marshall Stearns, Chairman of the 
National Executive Committee of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, 
announced the money is being for- 
warded to the American National 
Red Cross in Washington. 

“The toll of death, injury and des- 
truction is staggering. With our 
gift we send the sympathy of the 
Canadian people,” he said.

Moreover, a Soviet jet bomber 
jets are efficient only at high 
altitude—-could easily be tracked by

For the fact is that 
the “Georgia Peach,” with the 
down @f, 19-year-old youth on 
his cheeks, soundly whipped 
lightheavyweight champion Mc- 
Tigue—but he didn’t get the 
title. : 


What saved McTigue his crown 
was the New Jersey law forbid- 
ding decision bouts; a fight 
either ended in a knockout, or 
a “no decision” was declared. 
The referee, the sports writers, 


Regiment Armory in Newark 
were unanimous in their opin- 
jon that champion McTigue did 
‘not win one round of the twelve. 
But Stribling couldn’t put the 
Champ away for keeps. 


McTigue, of course, knew 
what he was doing all the time. 
Ever since he took the title from 
Battling Siki the year before 
he’d been holding on to it for 
dear life — taking no chances. 
And when he agreed to box 
Stribling in Newark, the wily 
McTigue figured that with his 
experience in the ring he could 
keep his chin out of the way of 
a knockout punch for 12 rounds. 


It was clever figuring, but 
McTigue almost out-smarted 
himself out of the championship. 
In the tenth round Young Strib- 
ling floored the champ with a 
beautiful right hand to the jaw. 
McTigue staggered to his feet, 
and from there to the end of 
the fight only Stribling’s over- 
eagerness kept the champ from 
being knocked out. The Georgia 
youngster simply lacked the ex- 
perience to put away the man 
he plainly had set up for the 
kill. He rushed McTigue, swing- 
ing wildly, and the cagy champ 
managed to evade Stribling’s 
punches or tle him up in 
clinches. 

One thing Stribling demon- 
strated, without a doubt, at least. 
That was that he had probably 
beaten McTigue in Georgia sev- 
eral months previously, in their 
first fight. The champion had

brought his own referee with 
him for the bout, and nearly 
brought on a shooting when the 
referee called the fight a draw. 
After the second meeting, it 
was the consensus that Stribling 
could lick McTigue any day of 
the week. This he never got a 
chance to prove, however. Mc- 
Tigue never took a chance with 
the Georgia boy again. 

From the opening bell of the 
Newark bout, it was apparent 
that Stribling had the cham- 
plon’s number. He took after 
Mike like a tiger,.and the champ 
quickly got on his bitycle. Mc- 
Tigue was guilty of so muth 
stalling, clinching, and running, 
that his prestige was damaged. 

It was a case of youth against 
experience —~ 19-year-old Strib- 
ling against 29-year-old McTigud 
and the youngster proved to be 
the.strénger. Trained to the pro- 
verbial razor’s edge, his long, 
kmooth muscles rippling under 
the‘ pink skin, his eyes bright 
and his head erect. Stribling 
simply outgunned the champion. 
Time after time he broke loose 
from Mike’s clinches by brute 
strength, and on other occasions 
pulled and shoved the champ 
around the ring to get him set 
up for a clean punch. 

Stribling relied mainly on his 
left hand to outbox McTigue. 
He stuck his left paw in the 
champ’s face so many timés, 
McTigue must have thought he 
was battling a centipede wear- 
ing boxing gloves. Stribling al- 
ternated his left jabs to the face 


with vicious shots to the mid-— 


section that made McTigue grab 
and hold on for dear life. Three 
times during the fight it ap- 
peared that Stribling had Mc- 
Tigue ready for a knockout. In 
the third round he caught Mike 
with a one-two on the button 
that draped the champ over the 
ropes. But McTigue staggered 
through the round. In the ninth 
two left hooks and a straight 
right to the jaw had the champ 
holding on again. Still Stribling 
couldn’t finish him. 

The tenth round was the 
fight’s high spot. It was here 
that the “Georgia Peach” rip- 
ped McTigue with a right hand 
haymaker that sent the champ 
crashing to the floor, his head 
through the ropes. Mike was up 
before the count, but he seemed 
tobe out on his feet. 


The crowd jumped. up, 
screaming, “Finish him! Finish 
him, Strib!” But Stribling, see- 
ing the crown almost within his 
grasp, was too 
swarmed all over McTigue, bat- 
tering him against the ropes 
with lefts and rights, swinging 
madly instead of calmly meas- 
uring his man for the one 
knockout blow, McTigue rolled 
with the punches and took some 
on his arms, acting with the in- 
stinct of the veteran ringman. 
When the bell rang he was still 
on his feet, but so groggy he 
started to walk toward a neutral 
corner instead of his own. 

In the 11th and 12th rounds 
Stribling continued his over- 
anxious ways. It was plain that 
McTigue was glassy-eyed, arm 
weary, ready for the finisher. 
Yet he managed to last out the 
two rounds, and saved his title. 
When the fight was over, if Mc- 
Tigue didn't realize he'd met his 
master ,at least the crowd did. 
Stribling was accorded a stand- 
ing ovation. 

The ‘Georgia youngster was 
seconded, as usual, by his fa- 
ther, “Pa” Stribling, while “Ma” 
Stribling, his trainer, occupied 
a ringside chair back of his cor- 
ner. The kid's first request after 


the fight was for a piece of can- 
dy. Stribling never did win the 
championship.—By Arthur Bern

Fundamental rules for cook- 
ing fish are few and easy to fol- 
low. The principal differences 
in types of fish is in fat con- 
tent. For instance; salmon and 
atiadeare fat fish and are desir- 
able for bakifig; broiling, and 
planking. Lean fish such er cod 
and haddock are especially de~ 
sirable for boiling or steam- 
ing. All fish may be fried. There 
are sO many exceptions to the 
above rule, that, if allowances 
are made for the fat content, 
any fish may be cooked in al- 
most any way. The most im- 
portant thing to remember in 
cooking fish is not to over-cook 
it. It should flake easily from 
the bones, be moist and tender, 
and have a natural delicate 
flavor. . ‘ = 

Frying Fish 

Fish may be either pan or 
deep fried. Cut fish in serving 
portions and sprinkle both sides 
with salt and pepper. Dip in 
beaten egg blended with a 
gmall amount of milk, roll in 
crumbs. For pan frying have 
about % inch of melted fat in”a 
heavy skillet. Fry at moderate 
heat. Brown on one side and 
turn to brown other side. The 
cooking time will be about 10 
minutes. Serve with lemon or 
sauce. For deep frying, put fish, 
after coating, in basket.

Baked fish may be stuffed or 
baked plain.

Orders came into Paris for cop- 
jes of the costumes shown on 
these wooden mannequins — this 
before there was a fashion press 
and before pictures were avail- 
able. Later small dolls were

lized country as sales emissaries| 


from which orders were token. 


. By the number and variety of 
the creations of the period of 
Louls XVI, Marie Antoinette oc- 
cupies an important place and a 
particular interest in the history 
of feminine costume. The dress 
with “elbow paniers’—so called 
because it was so very easy for 
the lady to rest her elbows on 
them—was worn only at the 
court, the theatre, or for great 
balls These full-skirted dresses 
made sitting a real problem, 
which meant the wearers grew 
very tired and so resting the el- 
bows was a help. 

For ordinary life, dresses 
ealled “polonaise,” simpler and 
more practical, were worn by 
the membkc.s of the court and 
Marie Antoinette herself. An in- 
genious system of cords — an 
engineering feat, really -  di- 
vided this sweeping skirt into 
two wings and a pouf at the 
back. It operated like a 
curtain cord and allowed the 
skirt to trail majestically be- 
hind the wearer whenever @ 
long skirt was desired, or to be 
lifted readily for the carriage. 
These and many other transfor- 
mations of the “polanaise” dress 
were brought into use and be- 
came generally popular...

Farmers Retire 
In The States 


he Social Security Adminis- 
tration reports itself deluged 


* qith self-employed farmers who 


geek to “retire” on security bene- 
fits. 


The rate of retirement is a 
whopping four-times the esti- 
made in 1954 when the law was 


‘Wroadened to include farmers. 


The first claims could not be 
made until 1956, since farmers 
had to show net earnings of at 
least $400 in 1955. 


This year 400,000 claims have 
been filed by farmers ready to 
retire or widows who recently 
> grag asking survivors’ bene- 

ts for themselves and children 
wnder 18 years of age. 

In 1954 there were 786,000 
farmers, 65 or older, with others 
eoming into the 65-age group at 
the rate of about 100,000 per 
year. 

One of the more practical rea- 
@ons for the boom in retirement 
elaims is the figures showing 
that for many farmers today 
their occupation is a starvation 
ene, Twenty-six per cent of the 
farmers making less than $1,000 

year were in the 65-age 
group. Only 11 per cent of those 
making $3,000 or more had. 
reached 65. 

Then, too, the act covers the 
“city farmers,” a phrase which 
describes those who own farms 
and operate them with tenants 
er hired help to whom they give 
supervision. Many of these had 
employment benefits piled up 
and could retire, turning over 
their farms to their children or 
gelling them. This,policy—turn- 
ing the land over td’ sons or put- 
ting them on the market — is 
@ common one. But, of course, 
mot too many sons are interested 
in a farm. 

The truth is the small farm 
with its mule and hand labor is 
too small to make mechanization 
profitable. There are an esti- 
mated one million too many 
farms in the nation. Of these 
about two-thirds are in the 
Southeast. This region has al- 
ways had most of the farms, be- 
eause they had more small units. 
Children.on such farms want to 
leave them for good and valid 
reasons.

Back in 1921 Ben Koester of 
Jefferson City, Missouri, bought 
a new Model T Ford touring car. 
For some reason he forswore 
driving five years later, and for 
the last 31 years the car has re- 
posed in his basement garage. 
A few days ago.an old-car fan- 
tier heard about this relic and 
bought it. All he had to do was 
fill the gas tank, change the oil, 
put in a new battery, and pump 
up a tire before he merrily drove 
it away. 

We're glad to be told it was an 
old-car fancier.
